Dr. Marcella Boldimi, one of Italy’s 
greatest scientists, has been working 
witl^ the Italian army gathe ring statis­ 
tics upon which to base his opinions 
on 
the fighting ability of various 
classes of his countrymen, writes an 
Italian correspondent. 
The war has 
given science a chance to prove what 
It has for years suspected—that 
a 
man’s strength, height and initiative 
depend far more than anyone suspect­ 
ed upon the month in which he was 
born. 
Doctor Boldimi has discovered that 
those men horn between January 1 and 
March 31 are stronger, taller and su­ 
perior in intelligence to those soldiers 
whose birthdays fall In September, Oc­ 
tober, November and December. 
By living with the army, gaining Its 
measurements and observing the men 
individually, he has demonstrated this 
to his complete satisfaction. 
Several years ago his fellow scien­ 
tist, Peela Revere, found the propor­ 
tion of children of Inferior intelli­ 
gence lowest among those born in Jan­ 
uary and February and highest in Au­ 
gust and September. 
The Binet tests have proved these 
Tacts in the schoolroom and among In­ 
fants, but the bayonet will prove them 
on the battlefield, the victorious man 
in a duel with the cold steel being 
more likely to he the man whose birth­ 
day comes earlier in the year than thftt 
of the defeated individual. 
That is 
Boldimi’s belief.

Em erson was wont to say th a t we 
owo to C hristianity two inestim able 
adv antages. 
First, the Sabbath, the 
ju bilee of the world, w'hose light 
dawns welcome alike into the closet 
of the p hilosop her, into the garret of 
toil, 
and 
into 
p rison 
cells, 
and 
ev ery where su ggests, ev en to the v ile, 
the dignity of sp iritu al being. 
It is a 
day of memory , of dedication, of 
p rop hecy , and the cathedral mu sic of 
history breathes throu gh it to ou r 
solitu de. 
And, second, the institu ­ 
tion of p reaching, the sp eech of man 
to 
men 
concerning 
the 
highest 
things, essentially the most winning 
of 
all 
forms 
of 
eloq u ence. 
Of 
cou rse, neither the holy day nor the 
high office had its origin with Chris­ 
tianity , bu t ou r faith has tou ched 
them with a new light and glory . 
Wliat Is Breaching ;? 
If we p u t the q u estion to Beecher, 
the Shakesp eare of the p u lp it, lie tells 
u s th a t p reaching is the m aking and 
m ending of men. 
If we ask Phillip s 
Brooks, he describes it as the bring­ 
ing 
of 
tru th 
throu gh 
p ersonality , 
tru th shining throu gh the p rism of a 
hu m an sou l. 
W illiam Law said that 
the end of p reaching is so to strike 
all the ou tw ard senses of th e sou l 
that, from sleep ing insensibility , it 
may be aw akened to know' God and 
liv e in Him. 
One of the greatest ser­ 
mons in ou r langu age was that of 
Channing at the dedication of Div in­ 
ity Hall, Boston, in 18 2 6 , and its su b­ 
ject was the Christian ministry . 
In 
a series of m ajestic p aragrap hs he 
sets forth the secret of p ower in the 
p u lp it, by which he meant a v iv id 
sense of sp iritu al tru th, which en­ 
ables the p reacher to q u icken a little 
sense in others. 
That is to say , all 
of them agree with F ath e r Tay lor, 
the sailor ev angelist, when he said 
th at the bu siness of the p reacher is 
‘‘to take som ething hot ou t of his own 
heart and shov e it into m ine.” 
B u t let u s go fu rth er back, and 
p u t the q u estion to St. P au l, the 
greatest p reacher of ou r C hristian 
faith. 
W hat wou ld St. Pau l say that 
p reaching is? 
T hat it is p ersu asion. 
The p reacher is a man who sees in 
ou r p oor, trou bled, brief hu m an life 
div ine meanings, and who p roclaims 
¿hose meanings, seeking to p ersu ade 
n en to liv e in the light of them . He 
is 
a 
m an 
whose 
heart 
God 
has 
tou ched, one who has taken into his 
mind and heart the v ision of God in 
Christ, who believ es that v ision to 
be the 
Hig hest Versio n of Eternal Reality , 
and whose labou r is to win men to 
walk in th at tru th , holding it before 
them with ev ery a rt of p ersu asion 
and 
ap p eal, 
while com m ending it 
throu gh 
a 
dev ou t, 
cu ltiv ated 
and 
noble intellect, reinforced by a p u re, 
p assionate and asp iring sou l. 
Su ch 
was the sp irit in which St. P a u l w'ent 
to and fro in day s of old, reasoning 
of righteou sness, of tem p erance, of 
ju dgm ent to come, and seeking to 
persuade men of the Lov e of God, 
fro m which neither life nor death 
can sep arate u s. 
W hat a m inistry it 
w h s , whereof we read in a 
f e w scat-, 


tered letters, bu t whose force is so 
m ighty ev en today that some argu e 
th a t St. Pau l was the tru e fou nder 
of Christianity . 
Now, my reason fof inq u iring into 
the natu re of p reaching is th e feeling, 
so widesp read today , not only that 
modern p reaching is chaotic, anemic 
and lacking in leadership , bu t th at 
the p u lp it has become a thing u se­ 
less, or worse than u seless. 
Lam ents 
of like kind hav e been heard in ev ery 
age, ev en when the greatest v oices 
were sp eaking, bu t the hu m an heart 
rem ains the sam e in its needs, its 
asp irations, and its wistfu l y earnings. 
Em p ires may rise and fall, literatu res 
may v anish from the mem ory of man, 
form s of p olicy may wax old and p er­ 
ish, and the ancient homes of great

Today , as in. all the p ast of 
which we hav e record, to any fresh or 
earnest word on these m ost solemn 
and my steriou s them es men listen 
with the eagerness which fond imag­ 
ination ascribes to the Ages of Faith. 
Ou r C hristian m inistry today may be 
toiling in thq tw'ilight, u ttering its 
message in a stam m ering tongu e, bu t 
th a t is only tem p orary . 
Soon it wdll 
find once m ore the m aster key , and 
sp eak with the em p hasis of insight 
and the accent of p ower, m aking “one 
mu sic as before, bu t v aster.” 


W hen wTe look into the Newr Tes­ 
tam ent 
we are startled— and dis­ 
m ay ed— by the contrast between its 
bou ndless wealth and ou r weakness 
and p ov erty of p owrer. 
Indeed, if w'e 
ask ou rselv es w hat was the motif of 
them tnistries of Jesu s and His ap os­ 
tles we find it all su m m ed u p in the 
tex t which Channing chose for his 
sermon, “ His w'ord was with p ower.” 
Twenty -fiv e times, and in the most 
im p ortant connections, this word ap ­ 
p ears in the first three Gosp els alone. 
W hen wre th ink of the New Testa­ 
m ent p reachers, their bu rning p as­ 
sion to p roclaim Christ, and the irre­ 
sistible p ow'er of the gosp el by which 
sin was shattered, we often feel th at 
it was some sp ecial m anifestation 
denied 
u s 
today . 
So, 
strangely 
enou gh, 
Wesley 
thou ght 
only 
a 
m onth before his 
“ Strange W a nning of the H eart,” 
as we may read 
in 
his Jou rnal: 
“ Thu s, I grant, God w rou ght in the 
first stages of Christianity ; bu t the 
tim es are changed. 
W hat reason 
hav e I to believ e th at He works in 
th e sam e m anner now ?” 
Ev en when 
he asked the q u estion the answ er was 
at his door, and soon he w’as going 
ov er this England a herald of the 
Gosp el. 
The sam e sou rces of p ow'er 
are op en to u s. 
Do we need it? 
Are 
we seeking it? 


Now, consider. 
If p reaching is 
p ersu asion, the man in the p u lp it 
mu wt be u tterly p ersu aded if he is to 
p ersu ade any one else. 
No hesitation, 
no m ere balancing of p robabilities 
will do. 
“ I am p ersu aded,” said St. 
Pau l, and that was the secret of his 
magnificent and ceaseless ev angel, 
to which we owe more than to any ­ 
thing else ex cep t the life of Jesu s. 
Persu aded of w hat? 
He was p er­ 
su aded in mind and heart and sou l 
of the lov e of God, its tenderness, its 
tenacity , and its final triu m p h. 
Ju st 
so, u nless the realities of faith com­ 
mand the intellect of the p reacher 
and su bdu e his heart, he is p ower­ 
less. 
Often the failu re of the p u lp it 
is not moral, bu t intellectu al. 
“ To 
th ink,” said Hegel, “that, too, is to 
worship ,” and no p u lp it can reach, 
m u ch less win. the great u nchu rched 
m ajority today u nless it be intellect­ 
u ally au thoritativ e. 
Nev er were men 
m ore aw are of religiou s p erp lex x ities, 
and nev er was there a richer op p or­ 
tu nity for wise and winsome leader­ 
ship in the p u lp it. 
To that end the 
p u lp it m u st be free, fearless, and 
u tterly frank, not ev ading any ditfi- 
clu ty . 
Only the tru th, and nothing 
bu t the tru th , can m ake men p er­ 
m anently free. 
Persu aded, how? No one cou ld say 
th at St. Pau l reasoned or argu ed him ­ 
self into the v iv id and glowing faith 
th a t led his life. Ev en in an age 
” < laino ro us fo r C larity ” 
m ere intellectu al 
conv iction is not 
enou gh. Religion is not a p hilosop hy , 
it is a fellowship . In the order of ex 
p erience its p hilosop hy follow's its fed 
low'ship , and is an effort, im p erfect at 
best, to interp ret the dep th and won 
der of th a t life of God 
in the sou l 
which is the su p rem e reality of m or­ 
tal life. In the Jou rnal Qf Wesley 
to which w'e m ay refer once more— 
we read how', in his early life, he w^.s 
trou bled by this q u estion: “ How' can 
y ou p reach to others, who hav e not 
faith y ou rself?” He asked P eter Boh- 
ler 
w hether he 
shou ld leav e 
off 
p reaching or not. Bohler said “No.” 
“ B u t what can I p reach ?” asked Wes 
ley . 
Bohler rep lied, “ Preach faith 
till y ou hav e 
it; and then, becau se 
y ou hav e it, y ou will p reach faith.” 
At first glance th a t seems like an ex ­ 
hortation to hy p ocrisy , b u t it is not. 
Wesley had no intellectu al difficu lty 
in resp ect to the faith he w'as p reach 
ing. None at all, ap p arently . It com­ 
m anded his intellect, bu t it did not 
fire his heart. Later, w'hat had long 
been tru e to him as 
a theology be­ 
came an inw'ard ex p erience, and his 
word wTas w ith p ow'er 
to tens 
of 
thou sands. 
From belief we m u st adv ance 
to 
faith-—and from faith to faith— by a 
deep inw ard way , which transcends 
logic and m akes the tru th ou r tru th ; 
as L u th er did in his cell at E rfu rt, as 
Wesley did 
in th e chap el 
on 
that 
m em orable ev ening in May , as Dale 
did when, of a su dden, he realized for 
the first tim e— thou gh he had 
been 
p reaching it for y ears— th a t Christ is 
really 
fiv e. 
T here can be no real 
p eace of mind, no steadfastness 
of 
life, no p ower in the p u lp it u ntil we 
hav e su ch an 
im m ediate and 
p ro­ 
fou nd 


IVrso iuil Sense of Div ine T hings 
The great tru th s of faith, which are 
the them es of the p u lp it— God and 
Christ, 
forgiv eness, 
noliness, 
the 
Cross— m u st be realized 
by inward 
ex p erience, if we are to sp eak p ersu a 
siv ely to others. W hat Milton said of 
the p oet is eq u ally tru e of his kins­ 
man, the p reacher: “ He w'ho wou ld 
be a tru e p oet ou ght him self to be a 
tru e p oem * * * not p resu m ing 
to 
sing high p raises of w h a t is worthy 
u nless he hav e in him self th e ex p er­ 
ience and p ractice of all th a t is p raise 
w orthy .” Therefore the p oet may say 
to the p reacher, 
each rem em bering 
th a t he has his trea su re in an e a rth ­ 
en v essel: 
W ork for y ou r sou l’s sake, 
T h at all the clay of y ou , all the dross 
of y ou , 
May y ield to the fire of y ou , 
Till the fire is nothing bu t light!

London, Jan. 10.—The militarist and 
annex ationist p arty in Germany is re­ 
p orted as hav ing gained the u p p er 
hand and hav ing entered an op en fight 
for territorial ex p ansion. 
This is in­ 
dicated in some of the German p a­ 
p ers which hav e been receiv ed throu gh 
neu tral cou ntries. 
The socialists and other op p onents 
of annex ation are combating the ju nk­ 
ers, bu t admit that it is a losing fight 
The contest may reach its climax in 
the election of a su ccessor to Cou nt 
v on Hertling, imp erial chancellor. 
It 
has been ru mored before that H ert­ 
ling was to resign, bu t telegrams from 
Berlin today made a more definite 
statem ent of this fact. 
They said he 
was to retu rn becau se of ill health. 
The latest editions of Vorwaerts, the 
lending socialist p ap er of 
G e r m a ny , 
su ms u p the v iews of the socialists 
when they say that the only q u estion 
to decide Is whether a great deal of 
territory shou ld be annex ed in v eiled 
form or rather less in op en form. Vor­ 
waerts 
adds 
that 
ev ery thing 
now 
p oints to a military dictatorship , ac­ 
comp anied by the resignation of Dr. 
Richard v on Ku ehlmann, the foreign 
minister. 
A disp atch to the Ex change Tele­ 
grap h from Zu rich q u otes a Vienna 
disp atch receiv ed there as say ing: 
“The su ccess of the militarist p arty 
is making itself felt in commu nications 
to the newsp ap ers. It is no longer con­ 
sidered necessary in Berlin and Vien­ 
na to u se hy p ocritical langu age.”

Some Eating P la c e s , Controlled by G er­ 
man Sym pathizers, Have Violated 
the Law to H inder W ar 
Preparations. 


W ashington, Jan. 
1 0 —R ationing for 
the A m erican p eop le is p rovided In an 
adm inistration Dili, p resented by S en­ 
ator 
Fomereno 
and 
R ep resentative 
Lever of South C arolina. 
It is the most radical food legisla­ 
tion yet p rop osed in this country. 
T he bill is aimed p rincip ally a t p ub­ 
lic eating p laces and food retailers. 
Some re staurants, controlled by G er­ 
m an sym p athizers, have violated the 
law to hinder w ar p rep arations. 
R e t a i l e r s have charged higher p rices 
than fix ed by the governm ent. 
Bill L im its All. 
T he hill, by tie* words “other p er­ 
son,” p rovides that p ractically all m ay 
be limited sis to food. 
Its term s p rovide tha t the rich, will­ 
ing to p ay $10 for a meal, shall he 
aide to buy no more than others. 
T he 
bill p rop oses, not p rice control, hut the 
fix ing of the am ount of food that may 
bo served to any one Individual in 
p ublic p laces. 
It is adm itted home 
m eals are beyond reach of legisla­ 
tion. 
Lever Explains Bill. 
Ex p laining the hill, R ep resentative 
L ever said : 
“T he food adm inistration should ho 
em p owered to fix the p ortions of vital 
necessities tha t may he served to an 
Individual. 
“Food p roduction Is ap p roaching its 
max imum. 
T he vital q uestion Is con­ 
servation.” 


T he Lever-Ponierene bill was draw n 
under direction of Food A dm inistrator 
Hoover. 
H earings will he begun at once. The 
hill will be given a right of way for 
im m ediate | assage. 
Gives President Power. 
One p aragrap h gives Food Adminis­ 
tra tor H oover authority to do p ractical­ 
ly anything he wishes. 
It re a d s: 
“T he p resident is hereby authorized 
to issue such rules and regulations 
modifying, limiting or p rohibiting the 
sale, use, m anufacture or distribution 
by any p erson conducting a p ublic e a t­ 
ing p lace, or by any m anufacturer, 
p roducer, carrier, d istributor or other 
p erson of any foodstuffs, feed or m ate­ 
rial necessity for the p roduction or 
p reservation of foodstuffs 
or 
feeds. 
T he p resident may vary such regula­ 
tions from tim e to tim e to m eet chang­ 
ing conditions.” 
Im p risonm ent for six years or n $•"»,- 
000 fine, ot* both, may he imp osed for 
violation of tin* law. 
“T here is a strong dem and for p rice- 
fix ing in 
p ublic eating p laces, and 
this p hase will he considered by the 
com m ittee,” said R ep resentative Lever.

It is rawer enough that tlu* argument 
shall lie closed when we are told that 
the administration desires this bill— 
unless we p rop ose to p lay the ignoble 
p art, ‘¡i Caesar with the senate at his 
b e d s ’ there is no necessity to exercise 
this control ov er tho newsp ap ers. They 
hav e shown great sacrifice and loyalty 
In dealing with the war news.”

Shown Her 
Own— 
Exchanged and 
Sent Back to France 
It Ccmcs Her Turn to 
Suffer, and 
From This Comes Romance Just 
Culminated. 


Paulette Colly Is married, and her 
marriage brings to light the details of 
her heroic and romanti<- career of the 
la.s* three years as p resented by the 
foreign news bureau of the woman's 
committee of the » council of national 
defense. 
Until 
Paulette 
was 
twenty-two 
years old, she liv ed in the v illage of 
Angreze in Dordegno with her two 
sisters and three brothers—a hap p y, 
contented, wealthy family of farmers, 
who had liv ed unmolested on the same 
land for many generations. 
Nothing 
more settled, more tranq uil than such 
a life can be imagined, surely not here 
in America, where we can form no 
realization of the effect of such long 
habit and custom as influences ev ery 
p hase of the p easant’s life. 
And Then the War Came. 
And then when she was twenty-two 
the w ar came. 
Sev enteen days after 
war brok e out 
she was at a hosp ital 
at Auteuil, a v olunteer Red Cross 
nurse in a formation of English and 
Italian women. 
All year she continued in the wear­ 
ing but grateful duties of a nurse. 
H er group had citation for heroism at 
Creuy, Notre Dame de Loretto, and 
Neuv ille Saint Vaast. 
In 1915 her 
ambulance was in the sector of Notre 
Dame de Lorette. 
The battle came 
close to them, then enclosed them. 
Paulette and sev en of her comp anions 
were tak en p risoner by the Germans. 
For 48 hours they were within the en­ 
emy lines, and nursed German wound­ 
ed with the same care they had shown 
their own. 
Fortunately they were ex­ 
changed and sent back to their dear 
France. 
On their return from being 
p risoners, they were giv en the Croix 
de Guerre. 
Paulette took up hos work again at 
once, and in 1916 was at Verdun, 
She was also at the tunnel at the 
Forest of Corbeaux, and many other 
p iaces that hav e become famous in 
history where the fighting was hot­ 
test. and conseq uently the work of the 
nurses the hardest. 
She nursed hun­ 
dreds of p risoners with eq ual cure, 
tenderness and dev otion, but one man, 
Rene Brichen, who lost his right arm 
In the war and who was nursed by 
her, became esp ecially dear to her dur­ 
ing his illness and conv alescence. 
Ho 
was sent out of the hosp ital with no 
p rosp ects and seriously handicap p ed 
in p rov iding ev en for himself by the 
loss of his artn. 
Her Turn to Suffer. 
By this time, as Paulette herself 
said, v ery simp ly: “It came my time 
to suffer.” 
She succumbed to ty­ 
p hoid fev er, and during her conv ales­ 
cence she had ap p endicitis. 
It meant 
fiv e and a half weary months in a 
hosp ital for the activ e young nurse. 
But when the fiv e and a half months 
were ov er, and Paulette was able to 
be out again, Rene Brlehen had learn­ 
ed 
to 
write 
with 
his 
left 
hand, 
and bad secured the p osition he had 
formerly had with a bank .
